q pleas’d with a thin light Stuff 
But we have none of thefe Reafons, nor any 
_ real Argument to make it tollerable, and there- 
A our wearing them is the more Unaccour- 
table. 
: However, as we are a Peuple always Unhap- 


; pily forward in our own Misfortunes, fo here we 
__ have taken into thefe Light Stuffs, and now be- 
y 
_ hold the Confequence. 
_ The Townsof Reading, Newberry, and Parts

_ Cloathing, as any in England; and if the Story 
Of Fack of Newberry be a Truth, which, note 
 withftanding fome Addition of Fable, we have

he Towns of Farnham, Guildford, Alon, 


Alesford ; and in fhort, all thofe three Clothing 
Counties, what’s become of all the Clothing 
Trade, which Employ’d fo many Thoufand Fa- 
milies, hardly the Dregs of it are found at 
Reading and at Guildford,-and all that Country 
are now hard at Work making of Druggets. 

From thence let us go into Kent, and I cah 
protec Men now living, who remember ae 

ve so Clothiers in the Parifh of Cranbrook, 
where now they pleafe themfelves with retaining 
about 15, and the like Proportion in the Neigh- 
bouring Country. 

I could run the like length thro’a Breat mae 
ny Parts of England, but my Aim isDemonftrae 
tion, not prolix multiplying Examples. 

Here’s the Foot of our Spittle-fields Manufae 
&tures,it is not without lofs to England,that fuch 
vaft Quantities of Yarn come up to London, the 
Country was not Idle before, but Wove them 
felves what they fend up to us now. 

Perhaps fome may ask, What were our Wea- 
vers in Spitele-fields Employ’d jn before ? And 
what is become of the Stocking Trade that 
is funk thus, for the People wear Stockings 
fill ? 

For the laft ’tis plain, they are Wove now 
that were Knit before, and as the Frame-work 
began about 1684, to Encreafe in London, the 
Knitting Work prefently fele the Force of its 
and as 5co People, now a the Stocking-Frame,

can do the Work 5000 did before, ’tis plain, 
‘when the sco went to Work, the soco ftood 
ftii]; this putthem upon feeking other Employ- 
ment, and they fell into the Stuff-Trade, and 
puth’d it torward on one hand. 

Let any one compare this to the Cafe of the 
Bank and the Goldimiths, and Enquire whether 
Engrofling Cath and Credit in one Fund, had 
any Influence on the Cath of Lon d-fireet, or 
not; but as this, together with the other Evils: 
of the Banks Excefs, fhall come to be fpoken to 
by itfelf, [name it here only as an Inftance in 
this cafe before me. 

Nothing obeys the Courfe of Nature more 
exaétly than Trade, Caufes and Confequences 
followas direétly as Day and Night; if one Man 
can do two Mens Work, one of the two muft 
ftand ftill; if a Manufacture grows in one place, 
that or another will fink fomewhere elfe; andI 
wonder from what weak Thoughts in Trade,any 
Man could forma Notion, that vaft Quantities 
of Goods fhall be made in one place, and not 
thelefs either of them, or fome other fort, be 
Made in another place. 

As to Spittle-fields, in about 1679 and 80, 
3f I remember right,when the Weavers in Spit- 
sle-fields Mutinied, upon fome occafion of fet- 
ting up Engine-Luoms, as they call’d them, 
5a whichone Man might do as much Work as 6 
or 8, or more. 

The Complaint was want of Work, and ’twas 
alledg’d then, that in Spissie-fields, &c. were 
above 500co Narrow Weavers, as they call’d 


‘them, or in Common Exglifh Ribbon-Weavers. 


At that time there were abundance of Broad 
Silk Weavers there, at Canterbury a great many 
more 3 of all which by it felf,when it may come 
jn my way to Difcourfe of the Publick Mourn- 
ings, and fuch like Follies. 

But to the prefent Cafe, if there were 50000 
Narrow Weavers in and abeut London,and 2000 
will go a great way thro’ their Number now, 
What is become of them ? The An{wer is 
plain, the Trade falling off, and the People not 
‘wearing Shoulder-knots, Pantaloons, and other 
Fopperies, they turn’d their Hands to other 
Sea viz. Weaving of Stuffs or Druggets,

than People to do it, which I affirm there is,

It has been Objetted, Why are not Drug. — 
gets as good a Manufacture as Cloth? And 
what is the Difference, fince they Employ as ma- __ 
ny Poor in their Manufa€turing, are as gooda 
Wear, as Warm, and fooner Worn out ? 

I defire to put one of my Objeétor’s Queries to” 
this Objeétion, and fhall fpeak to the reft here- 
after, viz 

“ Ts it not the Intereft of Engiand to have all 
“© her Wooll Manufaétur’d here ? ; 

I put thefe Queftions together, becaufe they 
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‘may one Anfwer the other, and I fhall therefore 


need tofpeak the lefs to them. 

Anfwer, Yes: And therefore, 

1. Druggets are not fo good a Manufaéture 
as Cloth, becaufe of the fecond Article, Ther 
it is the Intereft of England, to have all her 
Wooll Manufaétur’d here. 

Now fhould all the World be no better 
Friends to us, than we are to our felves, and 
fend to us for Druggets inftead of Cloth, we 
fhould never be able to Manufaéture all our 
Wooll in England. 

Now Broad-Cloth is for that Reafon, a better 
Manufaéture than Druggets, becaufe it Con» 
fumes more of our Wooll. 

It isnot only our Intereft to Confume all our 
own Wooll in England, that is, Manufaéture its 
but if we could bring all the Wooll in Spain, Jre- 
land, and all Europe hither, to be Manufaétur'd, 
it would ftill be fo mach the better ; and there- 
fore, all things we do to Encourage our Neigh- 
bours to Erett the Woollen Manufaéture againft 
Us, are prepofterows, and like Sir #. M’s Be

that Lift, of fo Capital a Nature, viz. Corre- 
{ponding with France, Confederating with the 

- Nations Enemies, and taking French Money to 
betray their Native Country, and fell its Privi- 
leges, things Equal to High-Treafon, and very 
little lefS in the Eye of the Law ;-he thought 
thefe fo much concern’d the Life and Honour 
of every Perfon concern’d, that not the leaft 
Suggeftion ought to be made of them, where 
there was nota Certainty beyond all pofibility 
of a miftake.
